The  bill,  known  as  House  Bill  No.  343,  was  introduced  by  Cheves  and  Boozman  and  passed  the 
iouse  by  a  vote  of  75-13.  It  passed  the  Senate  by  a  vote  of  33-1.  Upon  the  signature  of  Governor 
Cennon,    the    bill    became    Act    No.    81    of    the    1954    session    of    the    Legislature.

e<ature  voted  overwhelmingly  to 
tuthorize  the  College  to  confer 
he  MASTER'S  DEGREE  in  Edu- 
ation. 

The  State  Board  of  Education 
;oncurred  in  this  action  of  the 
-legislature,  and  at  its  last  meeting 
ipproved  the  appointment  of  a 
lean   of  the  graduate  school   and 

iiiuthorized  the  College  to  present 
ts  program  for  their  approval. 

Designated  as  a  school  for  train- 

ng     teachers     in      1884,     the 

.OUISIANA    STATE    NORMAL 

tinCHOOL    offered    two    years    of 

;ollege  work.    In  1918,  thirty-four 


years  after  its  establishment,  the 
Legislature  gave  the  College  the 
right  to  confer  the  bachelor's  de- 
gree and  invested  it  with  the  title 
LOUISIANA  STATE  NORMAL 
COLLEGE. 

Widening  the  scope  of  the  cur- 
ricula offered,  the  Louisiana  State 
Normal  College  became,  by  consti- 
tutional amendment  in  1944, 
NORTHWESTERN  STATE  COL- 
LEGE OF  LOUISIANA.  For  ef- 
ficiency of  academic  administra- 
tion, the  College  is  divided  into 
four  schools:  School  of  Applied 
Arts  and  Sciences,  School  of  Arts 
and  Sciences,  School  of  Education, 
and  School  of  Nursing. 

Northwestern  was  ttie  first,  and 
for   many   years   the   only   public- 


supported  teacher  training  insti- 
tution in  Louisiana.  As  the  re- 
quirements for  certification  of 
teachers  changed  from  two  years 
of  training  to  four  years  of  train- 
ing with  a  bachelor's  degree,  the 
College  was  permitted  to  revise  its 
curricula  to  meet  these  needs.  As 
a  matter  of  fact,  there  was  a  time 
during  this  period  when  more  than 
60'^  of  the  properly  certified 
teachers  of  Louisiana  were  trained 
at  this  institution,  a  fact  which 
earned  for  her  the  title  "Mother 
of  Public  Education  in  Louisiana." 

As  requirements  for  adminis- 
trative positions  in  many  schools 
and  parishes  were  raised  so  as  to 
call  for  the  holding  of  master's 
degrees.     Northwestern     was     no 


longer  able  to  meet  these  require- 
ments, since  it  was  limited  to  work 
oidy  on  the  utidergradLiale  level. 
As  a  result,  hundreds  of  teachers 
in  North  and  Central  Louisiana 
were  forced  to  go  to  Texas  and 
Arkansas  institutions  to  complete 
the  work  for  the  master's  degree. 

Truly,  then,  it  was  a  significant 
step  in  the  development  of  this  in- 
stitution and  its  capacity  to  serve 
the  needs  of  education  when  the 
right  to  confer  the  master's  degree 
in  education  was  given  by  the  last 
session   of  the  Legislature. 

This  privilege  is  not  being 
taken  lightly  by  the  College  ad- 
ministration, and  a  great  deal  of 
work  and  planning  is  under  way  to 
set  up  graduate  courses  and  a 
graduate  school.  It  is  not  the  pur- 
pose of  the  College  to  develop  a 
"Graduate  Mill"  for  grinding  out 
degrees,  but  rather  the  setting  up 
of  high  standards  that  will  make 
a  master's  degree  a  real  achieve- 
ment on  the  part  of  the  student, 
and  will  maintain  the  good  name 
of  the  College  as  one  whose  de- 
grees have  merit  and  national 
rating. 

Full  Operation  by  Summer 
President  John  S.  Kyser  stated 
to  the  faculty  on  September  L3, 
"We  are  not  prepared  to  offer 
graduate  work  this  fall.  We  shall 
do  our  best  to  start  some  classes 
later  on  during  the  year,  with  the 
hope  that  we  can  be  ready  for  a 
rather  full  program  by  next  sum- 
mer." ,, 

The  demand  for  and  the  neces- 
sity of  establishing  a  graduate 
school  in  education  at  N.  S.  C.  was 
demonstrated  fully  by  the  united 
and  zealous  support  of  school  su- 
perintendents, principals,  teachers, 
and  business  men  throughout  prac- 
tically all  of  Louisiana,  especially 
in  north,  central,  and  southwest 
Louisiana. 

To  the  State  Legislature,  friends 
of  the  College,  and  the  alumni, 
who  gave  unstintingly  of  their 
time  and  efforts,  we  wish  to  ex- 
press our  appreciation  for  this  for- 
ward step  in  expanding  the  serv- 
ices of  the  College  to  education  in 
Louisiana  at  the  beginning  of  this 
our  70th  year  of  existence  as  an 
educational   institution.

"       Protessor   Albert   George   Alex- 
j,  ander,  retired  head  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Languages.  Northwestern 
^  State    College,    died    suddenly    of 
a  heart  attack  the  evening  of  Aug- 
li  ust    19    at    his    home    in    Natchi- 
toches. 

Funeral  services  were  held  at 
_  the  First  Baptist  Church  with  Rev. 
Troy  V.  Wheeler  of  Alexandria, 
former  pastor,  conducting  the  serv- 
ices. Burial  was  in  the  American 
Cemetery  under  the  direction  of 
Blanchard  Funeral  Home. 

Professor  Alexander  served  at 
N.S.C.  for  35  years  prior  to  his 
retirement  in  1953,  having  come 
to  the  College  in  1918.  After  his 
retirement  he  joined  the  faculty 
of  Centenary  College,  where  he 
was  employed  until  his  death. 

A  native  of  Brusa,  Asia  Minor, 
Professor  Alexander  taught  school 
on    the    island    of   Cyprus    before 
coming  to  the  United  States.    He 
received  his  undergraduate  train- 
ing    at     International     College, 
Smyrna,    Turkey,    and    at    Doane 
College   in  the  United  States.    He 
earned    his     Master's    Degree    at 
M  George      Peabody      College      for 
ai  Teachers,      Nashville,     Tennessee, 
7;  and    had    done    graduate   work    at 
ti.  University  of  Southern  California. 
'3       Professor    Alexander    was    one 
te  of  the  outstanding  Greek  transla- 
a,  tors  in  the  South,  his  most  notable 
contribution    being    a    translation 
of  the  works   of  Makrakis,   noted 
**■  Greek    philosopher. 
*'      He  was  author  of  a  two-volume 
^  Outline    of    English    Literature,    a 
*'  synoptic,  interpretive,  and  critical 
*'  survey  that  was  used  by  classes  at 
•"  the  College.

Mr.  Alexander,  a  graduate  of 
Indiana  Central  College  and  the 
University  of  Indiana,  has  com- 
pleted most  of  his  work  for  the 
Ph.  D.  Degree.  He  will  replace 
Gordon  Fairchild,  resigned. 

Mr.  Humphrey,  who  will  also  be 
the  director  of  the  College  News 
Bureau,  is  a  graduate  of  Louisiana 
Polytechnic  Institute  and  Louisi- 
ana State  Llniversity.  A  native  of 
Shreveport,  he  is  a  former  member 
of  the  news  staff  of  The  Shreveport 
Times  and  held  editorship  of  the 
Ruston  Daily  Leader. 

Mr.  Timon,  who  has  received  his 
appointment  for  one  year,  is  a 
graduate  of  Northwestern  State 
College  and  Tulane  Llniversity.

FOOTBALL 

With  two  weeks  of  conditioning, 
the  Demons  are  about  ready  for 
their  season  opener  with  Central 
Oklahoma  State  on  the  local  grid- 
iron this  week  end.  The  Oklahoma 
"Bronchos"  defeated  the  Demons 
last  year,  7-0,  one  of  the  two  de- 
feats  suffered   during  the   season. 

Twenty-two  lettermen  reported 
to  Coaches  Turpin,  Brown,  and 
Ledet  this  fall.  The  return  of  a 
few  former  squadmen,  who  have 
been  in  service,  along  with  some 
promising  new  material  from 
freshmen  and  transfers,  has  bol- 
stered the  hopes  of  the  Demons  for 
a  good  season.  The  loss  by  gradu- 
ation of  all-conference  end  John 
Abies  will  be  felt  in  the  forward 
wall.  Most  other  positions  have 
returning  lettermen  or  good  re- 
placements. 

Following  the  opener  with  Cen- 
tral Oklahoma  State,  the  Demons 
journey  to  Beaumont,  Texas,  to 
meet  Lamar  Tech  on  September 
25.  and  play  host  to  McNeese  State 
College  here  on  the  night  of  Oc- 
tober 2.  On  successive  Saturdays 
they  meet  Louisiana  College  in 
Alexandria,  Southeastern  Okla- 
homa State  (a  newcomer  to  the 
schedule)  in  Natchitoches,  and 
Louisiana  Tech  at  the  State  Fair 
Grounds  in  Shreveport.  To  round 
out  the  schedule  the  Demons  meet 
Northeast,  Southwestern  and 
Southeastern,  the  game  with 
Southwestern  being  Homecoming.
